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A LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT OF SCGLPM 


Friends. 

When GLPM decided several months ago that this year’s theme would be “Creating a New 
Reality.’' l thought, perfect. Much of what has happened over the past couple of years — 
the overturning of sodomy laws, the legalization of marriage in Massachusetts, the 
growth of gay and lesbian youth organizations — has enabled us to imagine a new reality, 
an America that lives up to the promise of its founding. 

For two years in a row, five GLPM couples stood in line at the Richland County 
Courthouse to apply for marriage licenses. It was an act of bravery, an act of resistance 
— but more than anything else an act of the imagination. Imagining a world in which our 
relationships and our families are treated like everyone else’s. 

Of course, marriage work isn’t all we do. GLPM and the Center host support groups for 
youth, people living with HIV, and others. We offer free HIV testing. We brought in 
national leaders last year to discuss the ex-gay ministry movement as well as marriage 
equality. We made hundreds of professional referrals when people called the Center in 
need. We registered voters. We produced the First ever voter guide for the state's gay and 
lesbian community. In everything we do, GLPM is v/orking to create a different kind of 
South Carolina. 

The fundamental way to create a new reality — and the one thing each of us can do — 
is to come out. When we come out, we create a new reality: we imagine and put into 
practice a world in which we can be honest with ourselves and others, love whom we will, 
and live with integrity. A world in which we are simply who we are: gays and lesbians, 
yes, but also neighbors, family members, coworkers, friends. 

Oscar Wilde once wrote, “A map of the world that does not include Utopia is not worth 
even glancing at." The reality v/e map out in time and space must include our hopes for a 
better future. 

It’s going to be a tough year next year. We will have to work harder and give more than 
we have ever worked and given before. We will have to work together as a community. 

But as we do, let’s keep the joy and love and community of Pride alive— not as a memory, 
not as a day in the park, but as a promise of what might be.

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The South Carolina 
Ballot Battle Has Begun

A constitutional amendment banning same- 
sex marriage and civil unions is now head- 
ed from the South Carolina Senate to the ballot 
for the general election in Nov. 2006. We re 17 
months out, and the battle over marriage in 
South Carolina has already begun. And we as a 
community need to think seriously about what 
we are going to do. 

It's an uphill battle: we need over 636,000 
voles to win. Our community lacks the funding 
and the organization our opponents have. We 
arc not out, we are not organized and we are 
neither as generous nor as courageous as we 
are going to have to be to fight this battle. 

But we can’t opt out. We can’t explain to 
future generations of gay and lesbian youth 
that we didn’t have the energy or the courage 
to fight this fight. 

Short-term, it's going to be very difficult. 
Long term, we know we are going to win. The 
demographics, the polls and the long arc of 
justice all tell us that it s only a matter of time. 

We have to remember four thiMS , 

1 Our Constitution U wipposcd 10 protect 
people, not hurt people. A constitution is made 
to protect basic rights. It is not a place to 
decide religious and personal disagreements. 
While we ha\e a history of including bigotry 
and petty moral ism in the South Carolina con- 
stitution (think miscegenation laws and mini- 
bottles), the constitution should not be used as 
a weapon to attack fellow citizens. 

2 Marriage seems like a simple issue, but it » 
nuL Marriage is a legal contract tied to over 


1000 rights and responsibilities. Gay and les- 
bian families have access to few of these rights, 
and the access we have is partial, piecemeal and 
private. And while it seems simple, the lan- 
guage of the amendment is sweeping and could 
have unintended destructive consequences. 

3 We are talking about real families and real 
needs. While our opposition talks about unre- 
alistic and fictional families that don’t even 
match the reality of straight lives, we are talk- 
ing about real families, real children, and real 
needs. Over 13,000 South Carolinians regis- 
tered as samc-sex partners on the 2000 cen- 
sus. Almost 30 percent of the male couples 

, and almost 40 percent of the female couples 
are raising children at home. South Carolina 
is fourth in the nation for the number of gay 
and lesbian couples raising children at home. 

) Only when all families are secure arc commu- 
nities secure. 

4 This is about basic fairness. Wc are simply 
seeking what all other South Carolinians already 
have: the freedom to protect our families and 
loved ones. Furthermore, we have to remind 
others that equality is never achieved through 
referendum — and the rights of families and 
children should not be subject to a sole. 

The vote is 17 months away. 

What can we do new? 

IX) what \t>u can now to support the orga- 
nizations involved in education and advocacy 
on this issue. The SC Gay and Lesbian Pride 
Movement (SCGLPM) has been at the fore- 
front on public education, w ith highly success- 


ful Freedom to Marry events that received real 
media visibility (even coverage on National 
Public Radio). 

The SC Fquality Coalition has been coordi- 
nating legislative and lobbying work in the Capi- 
tol, and SCF.C will be the critical advocacy orga- 
nization in the statewide ballot campaign. Other 
organizations, such as the Alliance for Full 
Acceptance in Charleston, the CSRA Rainbow 
Alliance in Aiken, and PFLAG in the upstate, are 
also doing important educational work. 

Support these organizations now. Public 
education matters most right now, not next 
year. People need information, and time to 
digest that information. As Nov. 2006 
approaches, attitudes — and hearts — will 
harden. We have to do the work of putting a 
real face on this issue now. 

To do that, we need to come out. As Evan 
Wolfson, director of Freedom to Marry, said at 
the GLPM 15th Anniversary' Banquet last 
month, “The information that fair-minded 
people need is local, concrete, and real." We 
need South Carolina faces. South Carolina 
families, South Carolina stories. 

And we must get ready fur the battle ahead. 
We will need volunteers and donors. We will 
need organizers. We will need out gay and les- 
bian people willing to walk through neighbor- 
hoods door to door (the most effective strategy 
for reaching voters on this issue). 

And wc will need to do everything we can 
to reach the hearts of over 636,000 South 
Carolinians.

Although GLPM has been at the forefront of 
public education on this issue (along with the 
other work we <k>>, we believe in dialogue. To 
that cod wc hosted or ,*>- hosted foe town hall 
meetings last year, in hopes that our communi- 
ty might come together and think — think hard 
— *ho«l what is at stake in the public discus, 
sion about marriage. 

There is, after all, a very public, national dis- 
cussion. And if we don’t join it, it goes on with- 
out us. 

A religious group sent South Carolina legis- 
lators a tract this spring that was ail about bow 


mans partners ond how mu^h unsafe iri giy 
men have and how much fetal matter wr eat 
Charming stuff. Bui you know, if we are not 
out as gay and lesbian people, defining our 
*h*es. other people will define us. 

There are other concerns, hut marriage has 
become, right now. the isiur around which our 
supporter* and oar opponent* are thinking 
about who we are and what our place is in 
America. It has become the issue through 
which people are thinking about fundamental 
questions of equality. 

For all of us in South Carolina, because 
there will be an amendment on the November 
2006 ballot, the name and nature of our rela- 
tionships matter* in a very real way. And the 
public education done in the name of marriage 
over the next 17 month* will he public educa- 
tion that has incalculable impact on all the 
things that matter to us.
